- f»'~Throughout the. entire affair-May- 
or Gaynor showed the greatest forti- 
tude. He made no comment on what 
"had happened save to express his 
curiosity as to the identity of his as- 
sailant.

Mary's Hospital where all the mem- 
bers of his family joined him as soon 
as they could reach his side. 


'Gallagher at no time after his ar- 


rest showed the slightest sign of in- 
sanity. He seems to be in full pos- 
session of all"his mental faculties, the 
only abnormal thing about him being 
his utter indifference to the conse- 
quences of his act.

something is done for them.

can not apply any spray liquid dur- 
ing the summer time that is strong 
enough to kill the mature San Jose 
scale without also injuring the leaves 
and fruit. 
To kill the young scale 


alone it would do very little good.'' 


Stalk Borers 


A Justice of the Peace of Juniata, 


Pa., forwarded a tomato stalk which 
he said had been attacked by a pest 
that is new in his section, and is 
causing much damage. 


Professor Surface gave the follow- 


ing information which will be found 
useful to all who are growing toma- 
toes: 


"The insect which you sent to us 


in the stalk of tomato is known as 
the Stalk Borer. This bores through 
the plant, and, as you say, soon de- 
stroys it. 
I have many reports of 


this pest each year boring in the 
stalks of tomatoes and various other 
plants, as well as sometimes corn. 


"This larvae, or worm, goes into 


the ground and spends the winter as 
a chrysalis or pupa, then transforms 
into a winged moth in the spring and 
lays eggs on the stalks of plants, and 
the next generation of boring larvae 
then develops. 
There is really no 


remedy for it after it once enters the 
stalk of the plant. The best thing to 
do is to cut off and burn the infested 
part so as to get rid of the pest and 
prevent its increase in numbers. 


"As this borer lives mostly in the 


stalks of large weeds, it is very im- 
portant that the large weeds be mow- 
ed during the early part of each of 
the months of July, August and Sep- 
tember, so as to destroy these borers 
before they come to maturity. 
This 


together with the pulling and burn- 
ing ot inlested plants, and the burn- 
ing of vines of tomatoes and pot.i- 
toes, as soon as the crop is gathered, 
will do as much as anything toward 
helping you to keep it in subjection, 
and in preventing much more serious 
damage from it another year. 


"This is ouc of the destructive 


pests of potatoes, having recently in- 
creased considerably in this state, 
but if the stems of potatoes and to- 
matoes are sprayed well with Paris 
green or arsenate of lead, this should 
kill the larvae before they enter the 
stalk and just after they hatch from 
the egg, on exactly the same princi- 
ple as the Codling moth is killed by 
the arbonical poisons on the apple bj 
hitting it when starting to eat its way 
through the fruit."

SMUT IX WHKAT 


Prof. Surface TelN .How 1o Treat it 


Successfully. 


Judging from the numerous speci- 


mens of smut in wheat and oats sent 
to the office of the Economic Zoologist 
this pest is quite prevalent through- 
out the state. 
Prof. H. A. Surface, 


State Zoologist, in reply to a request 
for 
information 
on this 
subject, 


writes a correspondent as follows: 


"I am much interested in your 


statement concerning the prevalence 
of wheat smut in the fields in your 
county this year. I regret that noth- 
ing can be done at this time to rem- 
edy the evil for this season. 
The 


wheat smut or black head is due to a 
definite kind of organic germ which 
develops within the wheat plant. This 
little germ is a parasitic plant, and 
it is just as definite in its existence as 
is the wheat stalk or corn stalk. 
It 


the wheat is well dried when thresh- 
ed, it may help to blow much of the 
dust away. 


"Also, it may be that the polishing 


process through which the wheat is 
taken in the mills will remove much 
of it. It is my opinion that it will. 


"Smut of wheat can be treated suc- 


cessfully by soaking it in formalin or 
formaldehyde so that the smut germs 
will be destroyed, and you can use u 
m sowing or planting this fall. 
Put 


a pint of formalin or formaldehyde 
in thirty gallons of water, in a bar- 
rel, and put your wheat into sacks, 
and stand them in this liquid, work- 
ing them up and down occassionally, 
letting them stand thirty or forty 
minutes. 
Then lift them out and 


drain them, and at once pour on a 
clean barn floor to dry. The drying 
can be hastened by shoveling the 
grain over occasionally while it is in 
the barn. It can then be sowed in the 
ordinary manner. If it does not dry 
quickly enough, a little freshly slak- 
ed lime can be dusted over it to help 
take up the moisture. 


"I do not think it safe to resow 


wheat in ground where there was a 
bad case of smut this summer. Some 
of the germs are pretty sure to be in 
the soil, and next year's crops will 
doubtless be infected from these. 
These 
germs 
are 
liable to 
live 


through the winter by these means: 
(a) in the soil in the field; (b) on 
the grain in the bin; (c) on the straw 
in barns or stacks, or even possibly 
on manure piles. 
Therefore, straw 


from wheat badly infected with smut 
should not be used as a fertilizer on 
fields that are to be planted with this 
corn again this fall or with oats in 
the spring.

I God, and those' who are unsaved are 
, said to be in the flesh and not in the 
, Spirit (Rom. viii, 7-9). Israel could not 
serve the Lord till they were redeemed 
from Egypt; therefore the Lord's mes- 
sage to Pharaoh was, "Let my son go, 
that he may serve me" (Ex. iv, 22. 23). 
There is no use 'talking of doing until 
we have been born from above and 
have thus become children of God and 
heirs of the kingdom, but then we are 
expected to be laborers, and who can 
estimate the honor of being "laborers 
witb God?" (I Cor. iii, 9.)

not be that there are any for whom 
He has no work, but we must remem- 
ber that He giveth to every one sev- 
erally as He will (I Cor. xli, 11), not 
as we will.

look into His face and,say, "For any 
manner of service wholly at Thy com- 
mandment."
